Graham’s Melbourne Crusade Reaches 719,000 


The month-long Billy Graham Melbourne crusade, initial 
part of the four-month Australia-New Zealand crusade, was 
concluded amid praise to God and high expectation for the 
success of the balance of the scheduled meetings. 

At 4:55 p.m. on Sunday, March 15, the Very Rev. Dr. S. 
Barton Babbage, Dean of St. Paul’s Cathedral, Melbourne, 
asked 140,000 persons in Melbourne’s Olympic Stadium to 
Stand and join him in a farewell greeting to Evangelist Billy 
Graham. The farewell was expressed in the hymn “God Be 
With You Till We Meet Again.” 

While this prayer-hymn was being sung. a weary Billy 
Graham made his way across the turf and out of the crowded 
stadium. Behind him were twenty-five meetings of the four- 
week Melbourne Crusade—twenty-five meetings with a total 
attendance of 719,000 persons, an average of 28,760 per meet- 
ing, and an all-time record for the Billy Graham Team. 

Matching the record attendance, the response to the in- 
vitation, in terms of individuals who were counselled, who 
signed decision cards, and who were entered into the follow-up 
program, also set a record, with the final total for the four 
Weeks standing at 26,440. On an average the figure represents 
more than 1,000 decisions for every one of the twenty-five 
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meetings of the first phase of Graham’s Australian crusade. 

The final service on Sunday afternoon sent statisticians 
scurrying for the record books. It was clearly the largest 
crowd Evangelist Graham had ever faced. It was easily the 
largest crowd for any single event in the history of Melbourne 
or Australia, surpassing any crowd in the 1956 Olympics for 
which the stadium was specially enlarged. 

The most deeply moving moment of the service came at the 
invitation. It was manifestly impossible to invite the inquirers 
to come forward. Instead they were asked to stand quietly 
in their place until a counselor could get to them and help 
them in their decision for Christ. Many could not be reached; 
their response will come later by mail; 4,107 counseled de- 
cisions were recorded, however, as the lengthening shadows 
of the afternoon were reaching across the field. 

Under the direction of Dr. Leon S. Morris, an 
follow-up program wil! be launched immediately, including a 
door-to-door plan of census-visitation, followed by a city-wide 
visitation evangelism program, in an effort to conserve the 
results of the crusade.

the use of closed circuit television in an 
adjoining annex. After five nights in 
that location, the meetings shifted to the 
new Myer Music Bowl, an open-air am- 
phitheater with almost unlimited accom- 
modations on a hillside in one of the city 
parks. There the attendance held regu- 
larly at 25,000 persons on week nights, 
climbing to 50,000 and 70,000 on week- 
ends. When that site became unavailable 
due to prior commitments, the meetings 
shifted to the Showgrounds, a setting 
similar to an American State Fair 
Grounds. There the majority of the seats 
were in the open and unprotected. Rain 
and unseasonable cold weather cut 
attendances to 15,000 and 20,000. On 
Friday and Saturday nights of the third 
week the meetings had to be cancelled 
completely due to other events using the 
Showgrounds and the unavailability of 
any other site. For the two final meet- 
ings, a fourth location was utilized, the 


Some opposition has been recorded. 
One critic, the Anglican Bishop of Can- 
berra and Goulburn, Bishop E. H. Burg- 
mann, told a reporter: “I cannot go 
along with modern ‘fundamentalist’ cru- 
sades, such as that being conducted by 
Dr. Graham.” His reason: “Great crowds 
do not provide the atmosphere for seri- 
ous decisions involving truths vital for 
the strain of daily living.” 

A more tolerant statement was made 
by the Acting Primate of Australia, 
“In this 
diocese there will be no official recogni- 
Billy Graham’s crusade as a 
mission, but any Anglican is free to go 
along or to choose to stay away. There 
are dangers attached to the great num- 
bers attending, but there are great possi- 
bilities of blessing. We will pray that

New service: People of Mainz, Germany, 
can now get the latest church news just 
by using their telephone. Protestants 
and Catholics collaborated to provide an 
information service for reporting church 
events and religious news. Thanks to 
this service, the first of its kind, a per- 
son needs only to dial a number to learn 
who is preaching, where or when the 
service begins. 


PROTESTS 


Rebuked: The publishers of La Bibbia 
(The Bible), a 68-page booklet using 
photographs posed by professional actors 
and cartoon “balloons” for the presenta- 
tion of narrative in modern Italian, were 
soundly rebuked by Jews and Roman 
Catholics alike on the release of the first 
issue of their projected comic-book edi- 
tion of the Bible. The protestors—led by 
the chief rabbi of Rome—appealed to 
the government to prevent the “con- 
tinuation of such sacrilege, which offends 
God and men, not only believers but also 
those who admire the Bible as a great 
work of art.” The Roman Catholic ob- 
jectors deplored tampering with “the 
lofty monument of divine and human 


wisdom, the Book that educates the 
world in faith, in love of God and of all 
creatures, in goodness, in charity.” 


Replaced: Malay Moslems are winning 
a campaign to replace the Red Cross 
emblem. They are led by Sheikh Ahmad 
who recently told the legislative council: 
“The work of the Red Cross is laudable 
but .. . activities of the organization 
originate from the Crusaders. The cross 
was placed in front of the tents of King 
Richard’s camp. Later the cross was 
used all over Europe to convert people 
to Christianity.” The House approved 
a bilk favoring the red crescent emblem 
as a Moslem counter-part of the red 
cross. 


Restrained: A protest was lodged by 
Australian church leaders over a police 
ruling issued during the recent filming 
of a motion picture in the city streets 
of Victoria. The crew of an American 
producer were filming scenes for the new 
picture, “On the Beach.” In the sequences 
an American actor inspected deserted 
and litter-strewn streets after an atomic 
fallout. Police blocked off the streets of 
Victoria for the filming on a Sunday 
morning and held back hundreds of on- 
lookers. But in doing so they also stopped 
church-goers. The pastor, the Rev. 
Stuard Rea, broke through the police 
cordon after being three times refused 
permission. 


CATHOLICISM 


Annulment: Last year the Roman Rota, 
a 15-member “supreme court” of the 
Roman Catholic church, granted 119 
annulments and refused 113, according 
to a recent Vatican announcement. The 
tribunal also handed down six other de- 
cisions involving separation and dowries 
and dismissed 68 cases. Although set up 
to handle all types of ecclesiastical law 
cases, marriage appeals constitute almost 
all the work of the court. Such cases are 
first heard in a diocesan court. The de- 
cision is appealed to a similar court in 
another diocese. If the two decisions are 
identical, the case is settled. If not, the 
case is referred to Rome for a third trial. 


Appeal: By appealing to Italy’s highest 
court, the Baptist congregation of St. 
Angel in Villa has obtained permission 
to finish the construction of its new 
church. The little village, situated 60 
miles south of Rome, has a population 
of 428 people, 278 of whom are Baptists. 
This is an exceptional situation in pre- 
ponderantly Roman Catholic Italy. 


Acceptance: The Left-wing administra- 
tion of Ferrara, Italy, birthplace of 
Gerolamo Savonarola, encouraged by the 
communist city fathers, has accepted 4 
proposal to purchase a rare Bible con- 
taining handwritten comments made by 
the reformer around 1500 A.D. This 
unusual spectacle “stems from a strong 
desire to turn the spotlight not only on 
a local glory but also on a rebel against 
the Roman Catholic church,” according 
to a report from Rome. 
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NEWS IN BRIEF 


Over 2,250,000 children and half a 
million teachers participated in daily 
vacation Bible schools conducted last 
summer in Southern Baptist churches, 
the denomination’s Sunday school board 
reports. There were 66,555 pupils “won 
to Christ” in the 18,332 schools. Nearly 
a quarter-million of the boys and girls 
enrolled in DVBS had never attended 
any church or Sunday school. 


According to Dr. Isidore Margolis of New 
York, executive director of the National 
Council of Torah Education, enrollment 
in the Jewish day school systems in the 
United States increased from 2,000 to 
40,000 pupils in the last decade. The 
number of institutions rose from 20 to 
260 schools. In the same period, budgets 
for Jewish day schools expanded 500%— 
from $6,000,000 to $30,000,000. 


To imagine an _ officially recognized 
Bible study group within the old Japa- 
nese Army and Navy system is quite 
diff cult. However, in today’s Japanese 
self-defense forces, several such groups 
evist, and with official sanction. One of 
these is in Shikaya, the Navy air force 
center, Where two years ago a few Chris- 
tians stationed there started a Bible 
class. As the attendance grew, they ap- 
plied to their service section to have 
their Bible class recognized as a regular 
club activity. Their commanders gave 
them immediate clearance. ° 


The Polish government is reported to be 
preparing a new law making only civil 
marriages legally valid. Under the pro- 
posed law, clergymen who conduct 
church marriages without first making 
sure that the couple has been married 
in a registry office would be subject to a 
fine or imprisonment up to four months 
or both. At present church marriages 
without a civil ceremony are recognized 
as legal. 


The church farthest south in the world 
has recently been dedicated by the US. 
Army Deep Freeze outpost in Antarctica. 
It is a 16-foot square chapel with a 
cross and a steeple above it. An inscrip- 
tion on the wall says, “Now it can be 
truly said that the earth turns on a 
point of faith.” 


Dr. T. Leonard Lewis, president of Gor- 
don College and Gordon Divinity School 
in Wenham, Mass., went to be with the 


Lord on March 12. The Gordon president | 


suffered a coronary attack at his home 
and died before an ambulance could 
reach the hospital eight miles away. 

A graduate of Moody Bible Institute in 
Chicago, Dr. Lewis received his Ph.B. de- 
gree from Wheaton College, Wheaton, 
Ill. Later he was awarded the B.D. and 
Th.D. degrees from Northern Baptist 
Seminary in Chicago, where he subse- 
quently served on the faculty. Under Dr. 
Lewis’ leadership since October, 1944, 
both schools at Gordon had made sub- 
stantial growth, occupying a new campus 








at Princemere in 1951.

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The Race in Space 

Is man outside the will of God in pushing towards 
travel through outer space? Writing in this issue, Paul R. 
Alderman, Jr., presents the viewpoint that he is—that 
space flight is forbidden on the basis of Bible teaching. 
Not all Bible students, however, will agree. Meanwhile, 
the race for leadership in space exploration continues to 
gain momentum. 

One thing is certain: Men will get no farther in their 
press to probe the secrets of space than the God of space 
Himself permits. Certainly in the months to come we 
would like to see the United States at least avoid the 
foolish and arrogant attitude expressed by Russians that 
space research is a wresting of secrets from God. At 
least one U.S. spokesman, Roy William Johnson, Director 
of the U.S. Defense Department’s Advanced Research 
Projects Agency, has gone on record that our research 
should in no wise be construed as “prying into God’s 
secrets.” Certainly the true scientist works on the basis 
that physical laws are intended for man to discover and 
utilize, not that he is opposing their Creator. 

We hope our nation in the coming months will also 
avoid the kind of foolish arrogance which forgets that 
man is a creature of limitations. Though God has per- 
mitted him to learn a host of secrets of our earth, and to 
do great exploits, he still is limited in many ways—by his 
span of years, his bodily requirements, his finite mind. 
“Behold, thou has made ‘my days as an handbreadth,” 
declares the psalmist, “and mine age is as nothing before 
thee: verily every man at his best state is altogether 
vanity” (39:5). There can be no true wisdom which 
fails to recognize this fact. 

Especially do we hope that the U.S. can keep a sane 
perspective. While space exploration has already yielded 
important benefits in terms of scientific knowledge, the 
conquest of the outer regions is not the most important 
goal for our nation—or for the world. We are still 
confronted with the bitter truth that technical progress 
already has far outstripped our ability to control our- 
selves as men. However much progress we make in space, 
we must still face the problem of our own fallen natures, 
the conflicts that they bring about and our desperate 
need for Jesus Christ. 

If we are foolish enough to place manned satellites 
and space platforms above the well-being of our own 
immortal souls, we will surely fare no better than the 
rich man of Luke 12 who invested his life in another 
kind of earthly pursuit. For then, when all is said and 
done, we too shall surely hear the thunder of God’s voice, 
“Thou fool, this night thy soul shall be required of thee: 
then whose shall those things be which thou hast pro- 
vided? So is he that layeth up treasure for himself and 
is not rich toward God” (Luke 12:20, 21). 


Making Broken Cisterns 

We read with some interest in a recent issue of Time 
a comment by theologian Nels F. S. Ferré to the effect 
that Paul Tillich, by his use of traditional Christian 
dogma, has become “the most dangerous theologian in 
America.” This statement is a repeat of the old situation 
of the pot calling the kettle black. 

For there can be no doubt that each of these men, in 
constructing his own theological “system,” has made use 
of what elements of Christian dogma would suit his pur- 
pose and has cast the rest to the winds. The resultant 
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imaginings of both of them are light years removed from 
historic Christian teaching, which found base and sub- 
stance in the whole of Scripture. 

Modern theologies seem willing only to chew the pleas- 
ant parts of the Word and throw the bones away. But 
the bones—those solid doctrines of the Word—are they 
which form the framework of the whole truth, and with- 
out these Christian theology degenerates into a blob. 

While these modern theological giants are jousting with 
one another and their theological systems rise and fall, 
the Bible stands, the pillar and ground of the truth, un- 
shaken in a shaking world. Where else can we go to find 
the answers to the questions that perplex us, the problems 
that torture us, the fears that unman us, the longings 
that agonize us, than the Bible? To abandon this Rock 
is to forsake the fountain of living waters, and hew us 
out cisterns, broken cisterns, that can hold no water 
(Jer. 2:13). 


Where Is the Woodshed? 

On the surface, at least, the events were not especially 
noteworthy. Yet they appeared in newspapers through- 
out the country. 

A handful of high school boys in Memphis, Tenn., had 
staged their cwn walkout after the principal had closed 
down a soft drink machine which had been jammed with 
slugs. Before the affair ended, seventeen boys had been 
treated to old-fashioned paddlings. When five of the 
boys and their mothers petitioned to have the court arrest 
the principal for assault and battery, the judge upheld 
the principal. 

The most significant phase of the affair was the prompt 
and widespread approval of the judge’s decision. The 
Memphis Kiwanis Club adopted a resolution praising the 
action taken while letters and telegrams of approval came 
to the judge from as far away as Boston. 

The whole incident would seem to be a commentary 
on the disappearing woodshed. Why should there be any 
question of legal support for a school official who resorts 
to corporal punishment? Are spankings so rarely ad- 
ministered today that their legal status must be ex- 
amined? 

Let no parent be in doubt. The point of view that 
spanking is old fashioned is not derived from that most 
up-to-date of child training authorities, the Bible. In- 
deed, the Word of God makes it more than clear that 
parents do well to err on the side of severity rather than 
indulgence. “Withhold not correction from the child,” 
admonishes Proverbs 23:13, “for if thou beatest him with 
the rod, he shall not die.” 

If this seems harsh, let us bear in mind that the alter- 
natives are for eternity. Rebellion and disobedience to 
parents can but lead to rebellion and disobedience to God. 
Sad to say, many an otherwise righteous father like 
Samuel (I Sam. 3:13) has proved the folly of being “too 
easy.” 

In a nation where juvenile delinquency is casting an 
ever-increasing shadow, we need to face the less pleas- 
ant responsibilities of parenthood. Our Heavenly Father 
who loves far more perfectly than we can ever do does 
not withhold His chastening (Heb. 12:6). Woe then to 
the parent who cannot face up to the life-and-death 
reality of that other statement in Proverbs 23: “Thou 
shalt beat him with the rod and shalt deliver his soul 
from hell” (v. 14). 
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Some Searching Questions 

The subject came up at the luncheon table. Why is 
evangelism on the wane in our churches? That it has 
diminished in most churches is painfully evident. But 
why? 

Some, of course, will argue that it is simply the day in 
which we live. “We are in apostate times,” is the con- 
tention. But souls are being won by evangelists, through 
radio and TV programs, by personal workers. Why are 
not more of them reached through the average church? 

Is it the pastor who is at fault? Certainly he is a key 
figure. Prayerlessness on his part, failure to do personal 
work, failure to lead his people in winning souls—any of 
these may be disastrous. The same is true of failure to 
present the Word of God in power. Only the Bible and 
the Holy Spirit can draw the unbeliever to Christ. 

Is it prayerlessness or lack of expectancy? Have our 
churches gone so long without seeing souls saved that we 
are now content merely to give invitations? Have our 
prayer meetings lost their purpose and their power? 

Is it the need for visitation and more daily personal 
concern on the part of individual members? Are we too 
busy to care for souls and to go to the homes or shops 
or offices where we can find them? 

Or is it the layman in the pew? Has the quality of 
our Christian life declined so much that the unsaved see 
little difference between believer and unbeliever? Per- 
haps there is no longer much if any reason for the non- 
Christian to ask the reason for the hope within us. 

These are hard questions for which there are no general 
answers. But they ought to sear our hearts. Evangelism 
is the function of the church. It is the responsibility of 
the pastor, the elders or deacons and the individual 
church member. If week after week goes by without 
souls saved, someone is at fault. 

Our Lord said, “Every branch in me that beareth not 
fruit he taketh away: and every branch that beareth 
fruit he purgeth it, that it may bring forth more fruit... 
Herein is my Father glorified, that ye bear much fruit; 
so shall ye be my disciples” (John 15:2, 8). 


Awards for Merit 

Most of those who read Christian magazines have little 
direct occasion for knowing about the Evangelical Press 
Association. Nevertheless readers are among the bene- 
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ficiaries of this growing organization as it exerts increas- 
ing influence towards higher standards and better pub- 
lications. 

One of the points of special interest each year at the 
association’s annual convention is the announcement of 


magazines selected for the yearly EPA awards. This 
year’s selection included six publications. 

His magazine, edited by Joseph Bayly, was named EPA 
“Periodical of the Year.” His, of course, is the excellent 
Inter-Varsity Christian Fellowship publication especially 
for college and university students. 

Award winners in the various division of competition 
included Eternity in the general magazine classification, 
Power, which was naméd the best Sunday school pub- 
lication, Youth for Christ, which received the award for 
youth publications, Junior Call, named the best mis- 
sionary magazine and Brethren Missionary Herald, award 
winner in the denominational field. 

Each of these award winners is notable for its work 
during 1958. We join with other Christian publications 
in offering our congratulations. 


A Principle Which Costs : 

According to a recent survey nearly one fourth of the 
8,368 weekly newspapers in the United States refuse to 
accept any kind of alcoholic beverage advertising. This 
is significant since liquor interests have reportedly been 
concentrating their high-pressure tactics on getting into 
these local papers. 

The survey indicates that in six states more than 50 
per cent of the weekly newspapers decline alcoholic 
beverages while in fifteen more states some 34 per cent 
of the papers are dry. Wine-famous California reports 
30 weeklies which refuse wine or other liquor advertis- 
ing; Wisconsin with its beer interests has 21 weekly 
papers which refuse beer or other alcoholic beverage 
advertisements. Kentucky with its distilleries has 175 
weeklies which refuse to take distillers’ money. 

Newspapers which refuse liquor advertising do so at 
the cost of loss of needed income. If you are served by 
one of these papers, why not tell your editor that you 
appreciate his stand in placing principle and the welfare 
of the community above his business income?

fulness of those who work that we maj 
rest will make our rest the sweeter, and 
their burdens less exhausting.

space flight: 


Is man out of God’s will in his drive to conquer outer space? 
The thoughtful Christian will not be too hasty in his answer. 
The following article sets out one viewpoint, carefully arrived 
at and presented by an able Bible teacher. Certainly the impli- 
cations of space exploration are of such tremendous signifi- 
cance that the Christian may well ponder this issue with the 
resolve to be guided by a prayerful personal searching of the 
Word of God.—The Editors 


sputnik, the world was launched with breath-taking sud- 
denness into a new era that can scarcely be called any- 
thing else than the Space Age. 

This conquest of space, perhaps more than any other single 
topic, is engaging the minds of men. Associated with it there 
is, doubtless, much conjecture that borders on the fantastic. 
And yet sober, realistic men speak solemnly of the possibilities. 

Flights to the moon, which only a few years ago were 
figments of the imagination, are now actually in the planning 
stage, and we have it on the highest authority that man will 
be on the moon within five to ten years. 

In recent months rockets have been hurled with unbelievable 
force out beyond earth's gravitational field, to orbit perhaps 
for untold millenniums around the sun. 

This is a new departure for “earthbound” mankind, some- 
thing vastly different, even, from flights into the distant 
stratosphere. Where is man headed? What wil] all this lead

to? Will anything stop mankind from personally invading 
the vast ocean of space around us? 

The true answers to these as well as to many other questions 
are found only in the revealed information which man has 
received from the God of space, the Creator and sovereign 
Ruler of the universe. That revealed Word, that Source-Book, 
is, of course, the Bible, and to it we turn to find out what the 
infinite Creator has to say to His finite creatures on the issue. 


+ IN order to approach this subject in the right attitude and 
with the right perspective, we would do well to begin with 
Isaiah 40. Here man, even at his proudest, gets a rather 
deflating picture of himself. Indeed, only as we realize that in 
the sight of Him “Who hath measured the waters in the 
hollow of His hand, and meted out heaven with the span” 
we “are as grasshoppers,” can we get the matter into proper 
focus. 

Now, to help us appreciate the breathtaking immensity of 
space and the infinitely superior greatness of our Creator 
God, let us recall that that luminous tract we see stretching 
across the heavens at night, the Milky Way, is in reality 4 
mighty galaxy of stars, containing millions of suns many times 
greater than our own. Astronomers tell us, so unbelievably 
large is this galaxy that a beam of light, speeding at the rate 
of 186,000 miles per second, would take 200,000 years to cross its 
diameter! 

More than this, to stagger even the wildest imagination, we 
are told that there are thousands of other galaxies in the 
heavens like the Milky Way, but even greater. Our earth

Surely in the fact of these truths, we must bow before God 
and say with David of old, “When I consider thy heavens, the 
work of thy fingers, the moon and the stars, which thou hast 
ordained; What is man, that thou art mindful of him?” 
(Ps. 8:3, 4). 


+ THE Lord God of the heavens tells us in His Word of three 
heavenly regions above and beyond our earth. The first 
heaven is the heaven of the clouds, immediately above and 
around us. This is referred to in Psalm 147: 7 and 8: “Sing 
praise . . . unto our God, who covereth the heaven with 
clouds.” This is the heaven where fly the fowl of the air. As 
we shall see in a moment, it is closely related to the earth, not 
only physically, but also in God’s instructions to man. 
There is also the second heaven, the heaven of the sun, 
moon, stars and the planets. This heaven is mentioned in the 
creation account, Genesis 1:16, 17: “And God made two great 
lights; the greater light to rule the day, and the lesser light 
to rule the night: He made the stars also. And God set them 
in the firmament of the heaven to give light upon the earth. 
This “firmament” is the space which has so gripped man’s 
attention and challenged his ambition at the present time. 
Finally there is the third heaven, God’s abode, of which 
the apostle Paul speaks in II Corinthians 12: 2-4: “I knew a 
man ... caught up to the third heaven ._ . caught up into 
paradise.’ Doubtless the apostle himself was that man; and 
we read, so wondrous was the revelation granted him of 
the glory of God’s dwelling place that he (Paul) was given a 








thorn in the flesh to keep him from 
being “exalted above measure.” What a 
thrill of anticipation this should give 
those who are Christ’s, to know that this 
glorious place is our eternal home! 


+ Now, in the light of God’s revealed 
Word concerning the heavens and the 
earth, what is man’s dominion? By right 
of creation the Lord God owns it all. 
Heavens and earth belong to Him; they 
are His to do with as He sees fit. He has 
never relinquished His sovereign rights, 
nor will He ever. His highest creation, 
man, is still only a creature, and he must 
ultimately bow before his Creator 
whether it be willingly or unwillingly. 
What then is man’s dominion, his proper 
sphere? 

We turn to the Creator’s Book to find 
His Word concerning this. There in un- 
mistakable language the record is set 
forth, Genesis 1:26-31, that at the crea- 
tion of men the Lord God granted unto 
him dominion over all the earth. This 
would seem, on the face of it, abundantly 
clear; but so that there can be no pos- 
sible misunderstanding the Lord de- 
lineated this grant in further detail: 
“Let them,” He said, “have dominion 
[1] over the fish of the sea, [2] over the 
fowl of the air, [3] and over the cattle 

. [4] and over every creeping thing 
that creepeth upon the earth” (v. 26). 

Subject to the ever superior rights of 
the Creator, this places under man’s 
dominion the earth and all its creatures 
and also the fowl of the air. It would 
seem, from this, then, that man has 
some right to the first heaven, the heaven 
of the birds and the clouds. But beyond 
that, if we mistake not, the Lord has 
placed off-limit signs to which we would 
do well to take heed! 

But, you might say, this is only im- 
plied—God does not specifically say that 
man cannot go higher. To this we answer, 
this passage alone is entirely sufficient 
to warn man against intrusion into a 
territory which God has not specifically 
given to man. And we would add that 
this implication is further buttressed by 
other truths which fully confirm and 
substantiate our premise. In other words, 
there are other “keep off” signs. Let us 
consider some of them. 


+ Man’s nature—yes, even his name—

shows that physically he is a creature 
of earth, and not of the outer spaces. 
The word “Adam” has as its root mean- 
ing “red earth.” The Lord God made him 
and his progeny of the dust of the earth, 
physically, and unto the dust of that 
earth our bodies must return. 

Today’s happenings also spotlight dra- 
matically a very significant verse found 
in Psalm 115: “The heaven, even the 
heavens, are the Lord’s; but the earth 
hath he given to the children of men.” 
In the mind of even the most skeptical, 
this word should settle the matter beyond 
all cavil—if the Word of God is accepted 
as final authority. So crystal clear is this 
pronouncement in Psalm 115:16 that it 
practically forbids comment. The Lord 
God of the universe says that He has 
given the earth to man, but that He has 
reserved the heavens to Himself. It is as 
simple as that! 


+ FINALLY we should recall a time when 
mankind set out to invade the heavens. 
It was a bold adventure, and it was 
backed by the entre human race; for all 
evidently were of one accord. We speak, 
of course, of man’s determined effort “to 
build a city and a tower, whose top may 
reach unto heaven” (Gen. 11:4). 

God’s answer to this rebellious act on 
the part of His creatures was swift judg- 
ment. There resulted a confusion of 
tongues and a scattering of the people 
over the face of the earth in such a dis- 
unity as has remained to this day, breed- 
ing discord, distrust, hate, fighting and 
all the other awful by-products of sin. 

Thus Babel—‘“confusion”’—is forever 
linked with man’s first ignominious effort 
to invade space—an attempt significant 
not so much for the relatively puny 
physical act itself as for the _ spirit 
of arrogance and disobedience that 
prompted it. 

And what was God’s response to this 
venture? We read the words, so full of 
biting irony, “And the Lord came down 
to see the city .. .” (Gen. 11:5). The 
only way for man to reach up to God 
was for God to come down to man! And 
He came down, not in mercy and grace, 
but in judgment, for man’s wickedness 
and disobedience had to be dealt with. 

Even so do we read of another “coming 
down” of the Lord God in far worse 
judgment: “Immediately after the tribu-

lation of those days shall the sun be 
darkened, and the moon shall not give 
her light, and the stars shall fall from 
heaven, and the powers of the heaven 
shall be shaken: and then shall appear 
the sign of the Son of man in heaven: 
and then shall all the tribes of the earth 
mourn, and they shall see the Son of 
man coming in the clouds of heaven with 
power and great glory” (Matt. 24:29, 30). 

This is how the present age—the Space 
Age—will end: in judgment. And we 
doubt not that one of the prime con- 
tributing causes will be the stiff-necked 
pride of man as he brazenly seeks to in- 
vade the heavens, in spite of God’s “no 
trespass” signs. 


+ Our consideration of this matter 
would be far from complete if we did 
not take one brief look at one of the most 
important actors in this unfolding end- 
time drama: Satan, the arch enemy of 
God and man. To the ear of spiritual 
discernment, man’s arrogance today, just 
as at Babel, resounds with the hiss of 
the serpent. For Isaiah tells us (Isa. 14) 
that at one time in the dateless past, 
pride was born in the heart of this one, 
then called Lucifer, and he uttered the 
five fatal “I will’s,” expressing his de- 
termination to dethrone the God of the 
universe. In his sinful pride this mighty 
creature declared that he would ascend 
into the heaven, even “above the heights 
of the clouds”’—not merely to change his 
physical location but to usurp God's 
absolute authority. 

To this the Lord God could have, of 
course, only one answer: judgment. Thus 
did Lucifer, “son of the morning,” fall 
and become Satan, “destroyer,” the devil, 
the fountainhead of sin and death. 

So closely do man’s ambitions today 
e@ppear linked to this original sin of God- 
defying pride that one must consider the 
future—perhaps the immediate future— 
with dark foreboding, unless one belongs 
to the God of space through personal 
faith in His crucified and risen Son, who 
has promised His followers “that where 
I am, there ye may be also” (John 14:3). 

There's a wealth of precious truth 
stored up in this promise of the Lord 
Jesus. He assures us that one day we 
shall be with Him in heaven. He assures 
us that one glorious tomorrow, we who 
believe on Him will indeed make a space 
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flight, not just into the heaven of the 
clouds, nor even into the vast outer space 
of the planets and the stars, but all the 
way into the third heaven itself—para- 
dise! 

What emotion this glorious prospect 
arouses in the hearts of those who are 
homeward bound! What surpassingly 
wondrous pictures are conjured by the 
eye of faith as we think upon paradise 

our sure destiny! “No more death, 
neither sorrow, nor crying, neither shall 
there be any more pain” (Rev. 21:4). No 
more sin or worry or anxiety or tension 
fear or frustration or foreboding or 
suspense. No night, no darkness, no 
torms, no hunger, no thirst, no suffer- 
no disagreements, no enemies, no 
disillusionment. Naught but love, joy, 
peace, life, fellowship, beauty, content- 
ment—“a perfect being in a perfect en- 
vironment” forevermore! 


+ Lest we be carried away with such 
blissful anticipation, however, let us re- 
mind ourselves that we are challenged to 

more abundant entrance” into the 
paradise of God. For upon arrival we 
shall have to submit to a _ stringent 
customs declaration.” 

This, I believe, is the meaning of I 
Corinthians 3:11-15—our “baggage” must 
undergo a most scrutinizing inspection. 
There we are told that “every man’s 
work shall be made manifest, for the day 
shall declare it.” All our works, those 
things done in the body as Christians, 
subsequent to our salvation by grace, will 
be “made manifest’—glaringly exposed 
to the examining Official, even the glori- 
fied Christ. 

Before His fiery gaze all “wood, hay 
and stubble” will go up in smoke as He 
searches out the hidden-most recesses of 
our hearts, and lays bare our underlying 
motives. Then we shall hear, if we are 
faithful stewards, sincerely doing for 
Him what we can with what we have, one 
of heaven’s sweetest refrains, ‘“Well done, 
thou good and faithful servant” (Matt. 
25:21). 


+ FeELLow Christian, are you ready for 
“flight time’? For He will come down 
for us, to pilot us safely through the vast 
reaches of the heavens (I Thess. 4:12- 
18), before the judgment wrath of God 
begins to be felt by defiant mankind 
(Rev. 3:10). And do we not have in His 
very name a strong hint as to the time 
of our departure? He is the “bright and 
morning star” (Rev. 22:16). Our flight 
will not be made in the light of day, but 
in the pre-dawn blackness, the darkest 
of the hours just before the rising of the 
sun, 

At that time the world will lie in such 
moral and spiritual darkness as was in 
the days of Noah and the days of Lot, 
evil men waxing worse and worse, wars 
and rumors of wars and men’s hearts

alarm rings! Certainly one of the nicest 
things about vacation. 

But don’t overdo it. Kids may groan 


during the school year when the alarm 
sounds but you’ll find during vacation 
they don’t need one. They’re up long be- 
fore it rings and impatient for breakfast 
and eager for the day to start. Sleep in 
if you want to, but please get up in time 
to discover how much fun it is to eat a 
leisurely breakfast together as a family. 
Find out how nice it is for Mom to try 
out a new recipe instead of just throwing 
together the same old thing in a hurry to 
meet train and school schedules. 

This being together as a family will 
be the foundation on which you build 
this kind of a vacation. True, it’s actually 
Dad’s vacation from work, but it should 
also be a vacation from something for 
everyone—including Mother. So keep the 
jobs to a minimum with everyone pitch- 
ing in to help. Every day each person 
should feel that he has done or had done 
for him something special! 


+ Go out some place often to eat—on 
the porch, in the back yard, to a park 
or to a restaurant, depending on your 
tastes and the state of your pocketbook. 

Take the family to the library at the 
beginning of a vacation and pick out an 
armload of books, some for individual 
reading and ‘some for reading aloud. 
Don’t wait until the usual just-before- 
bedtime story hour, but take time out 





through the day to read—right after 
breakfast, maybe, or in the middle of 
the afternoon when it’s too hot to do 
anything else anyhow.

+ But wait a minute. Maybe there won’t

N the opinion of most Christians, Chapter 8 of Paul’s Epistle 
to the Romans contains a wealth of blessing that we shall 
never be able to exhaust. Very few people would think of 
Romans 8 as containing any prophetic revelation. And yet, 

neatly tucked away in the middle of the chapter, almost hid- 
den among the treasury of good 
things, is one of the most profound 
prophetic passages in the Word of 
God. 

Let us begin reading it at verse 18: 

For I reckon that the sufferings 

of this present time are not wor- 


thy to be compared with the 
glory that shall be revealed in 
us. 


Now there is a remarkable state- 
ment, when we realize what Paul 
had to suffer for the sake of Christ, 
the price he had to pay and the sac- 
rifices he had to make all along the 
way. In the face of all these he could 
say, “I count them as nothing when 
I think of the glory that shall be re- 
vealed in us.” 

Now Paul was a great logician as well as mathematician. 
And yet he says, “I’ve got it all figured out, and I’m still way 
ahead.” 


+ How could Paul make a statement like that, when he had 
to suffer as probably no other man has ever suffered except 
the Lord Jesus Christ? Think of what it cost him. A man 
of influence, power, wealth and respect in his own nation. 
Educated, with a keen logical mind—he had the world in his 
hands if he had wanted it. A Hebrew of the Hebrews, a Phari- 
see of the Pharisees, of that brave little tribe of Benjamin. As

And yet, “What things were gain to me, those I counted loss 
for Christ. Yea doubtless, and I count all things loss for the 
excellency of the knowledge of Christ Jesus my Lord” (Phil. 


3:7,8). 
“Now,” “let me tell you what I have had to 
endure for the sake of Christ.” 
Let us stop and listen. It might be 
good for us in this day of easy reli- 
gion to hear what it cost one man 
to follow the Lord. The following 
account begins at II Corinthians 


11:24.

Of the Jews five times received I 
forty stripes save one. Thrice 
was I beaten with rods, once was 
I stoned, thrice I suffered ship- 
wreck, a night and a day I have 
been in the deep; in journeying: 
often, in perils of waters, in per- 
ils of robbers, in perils by mine 
own countrymen, in perils by the 
heathen, in perils in the city, in 
perils in the wilderness, in perils 
in the sea, in perils among false brethren, in weariness and 
painfulness, in watchings often, in hunger and thirst, in 
fastings often, in cold, and nakedness. Beside those things 
that are without, that which cometh upon me daily, the 
care of all the churches. 


“All these,” says Paul, “are as nothing” (see II Cor. 4:17), 
“for our light affliction, which is but for a moment, worketh for 
us a far more exceeding and eternal weight of glory.” 

Paul, are you mad? Light affliction? Hardly a moment's 
peace or rest or safety? Hungry, thirsty, cold, forsaken, beaten, 
shipwrecked, imprisoned and finally beheaded for the testi- 
mony of Christ—do you mean to say this is light affliction? 
And how can you call thirty-five years “but for a moment”? 

Then I can hear Paul say, “It’s all a matter of perspective. 
It is “while we look not at the things which are seen [there's 
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the secret!], but at the things which are 
not seen: for the things which are seen 
are temporal, but the things which are 
t seen are eternal” (II Cor. 4:18) 

So it’s all a matter of perspective. No 
doubt Paul suffered agony. No doubt it 
was not pleasant to make those sacri- 
fices. “But,” he says. “when I weigh all 
these over against what I have been 
credited with, what I have in Christ, they 
mean nothing. Forgiveness of sins, no 
condemnation, justified in His sight, 
sanctified and glorified, all my sins for- 
given, saved and delivered from hell, on 
my way to heaven—hallelujah! Before 
these our light affliction, which is but for 
a moment, fades into insignificance!” 

“But wait a minute!” I hear him say, 
“There’s something even more than that, 
that tips the scale over so far you can 
forget about all the rest. For the best 
is yet to come. If you had only seen what 
I have seen—.” 

What have you seen, Paul? 

“I knew a man in Christ who—whether 
he was in the body or out of the body I 
cannot tell—who had an experience so 
tremendous, so beautiful, that he was 
caught up into the third heaven. And 
there .. .” 

There—what? What did you see, Paul? 

“T can’t tell you.” Paul says. “I’m not 
allowed to tell you. Only that there I 
saw unspeakable things, which it is not 
lawful for a man to utter. Suffice only to 
say that the glory of the future drowned 
in me ali the sorrows of the present.” 
(See II Cor. 12:1-5) 

So you see, beloved, it’s all a matter of 
perspective. It depends upon where your 
eye is fixed. If we were only able to in- 
terpret every experience of life in terms 
of eternity, we would never reply, we 
would never complain. If we could trans- 
late the present into the glorious future, 
we would understand. 

So get your eyes off the present dis- 
tress, and think of the inheritance of the 
saints in light, not only in terms of pres- 
ent blessing, but in terms of future glory. 


+ Now you are ready for Romans 8:19. 
What was it that Paul saw? Paul says. in 
effect. “I cannot tell you, but I can give 
you a little hint, just a little glimpse.” 
For the earnest expectation of the 
creation waits for the manifestation 
of the sons of God. For the creation 
was made subject to vanity, not 
willingly, but by reason of him who 
hath subjected the same in hope. Be- 
cause the creation itself also shall be 
delivered from the bondage of cor- 
ruption into the glorious liberty of 
the children of God. 


What is Paul saying? He is saying, “I 
Was lifted above the mundane and the 
temporal one day, far above the physical 
and material. And from Zion’s lofty 
heights I looked ahead upon a creation

Man calls that the “struggle for ex 
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istence,” the “survival of the fittest.” But 
God says it’s creation groaning under the 


| curse, yet longing for deliverance.

beast, each preying on the other. We call

From a Roman Catholic Scholar— 


A New and Notable Lite of Christ 


One of the mysteries in the vast realm 
of theological literature of the twentieth 
century is the paucity of scholarly lives 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. While there are 
scores of books, truly worthwhile works, 
on some aspects of Christ’s life and 
teaching, e.g., the parables, the kingdom 
of God, the miracles and His death and 
resurrection (very little is being written 
however, on the nativity narratives), and 
while there have been some attempts 
during this century to give us handbooks, 
we might call them, for the study of the 
life of Christ, one could not say that we 
have had a scholarly Protestant life of 
Christ since the famous work of the late 
Professor David Smith, The Days of His 
Flesh, the sixth edition of which is now 
more than fifty years old. 

The Roman Catholics have far sur- 
passed us in this particular type of liter- 
ature, though I think we have more im- 
portant commentaries on each of the four 
Gospels and the Book of Acts than they 
do today. Protestantism has produced 
nothing in the twentieth century to stand 
up with the two and three-volume lives of 
Christ by such Catholic scholars as Prat, 
Fillion, Grandmaison, and, more recently, 
Ricciotti. Most of these works are trans- 
lations from the French, and some of 
them have gone into as many as fifteen 
and sixteen editions. 

We now have before us a new, scholarly, 
well-written and beautifully printed vol- 
ume, The Life of Christ, by Andres 
Fernandez. The author has been a Pro- 
lessor of Sacred Scripture for more than 
forty years, twenty of which were spent 
in Rome, where for seven years he served

angelism, 








4s rector of the Biblical Institute. Having 
spent some years in Palestine, he is inti- 
mately acquainted with the geographical 
and topographical problems of that land. 

This volume of more than eight hun- 
dred pages, with seventy-four generally 
Well-chosen illustrations and a number

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of black and white maps, contains about 
315,000 words of text. Amazingly up-to- 
date, the work includes quctations from 
literature on the Dead Sea Scrolls pub- 
lished as late as 1957. The author not 
only has an intimate knowledge of Pales- 
tine, but he knows well all the relevant 
literature on the profound and innumer- 
able subjects which confront one in the 
reading of the Gospels and in the study 
of the life of Christ. His references are 
to articles, books and monographs in 
six modern languages—French, Spanish, 
Italian, German, Latin and English—and 
to the literature of the early Church. The 
work is written with reverence, from a 
strictly conservative viewpoint, by one 
who believes in the absolute deity of the 
Lord Jesus Christ and in the inspiration 
of the Scriptures. 


+ BEFORE considering the book in detail, 
I would like to make a general statement. 
Personally, I think this is the most sig- 
nificant life of Christ that has appeared 
in the last twenty years, in spite of its 
occasional disproportionate emphases 
and, in my opinion, its unjustified state- 
ments concerning the Virgin Mary. Let 
me first speak of regrettable aspects, and 
then point out some of the rich treasures 
that Protestant and Catholic alike will be 
pleased to discover in these glowing 
pages. 

When this volume came to my desk, 
I was lecturing on the resurrection of 
Christ in my class in Apologetics, so I 
turned at once to the pages in which this 
subject is treated. Here I was shocked. 
Dr. Fernandez begins his discussion of 
the post-resurrection appearances with a 
full page on the appearances of the risen 
Lord to His mother, though he admits 
that “the Gospels tell us nothing of this 
apparition, but Christian tradition takes 
it for granted.” Should an _ unbeliever, 
somewhat acquainted with the literature 
of the New Testament and longing to 
know more of the basic historical facts 
regarding the supernatural, open this 
book to the discussion of the resurrection 


and find that the learned author begins 
by insisting upon a post-resurrection ap- 
pearance of Jesus for which there is not 
an iota of evidence, he would be justified 
in closing the book immediately. 

Though the author asserts that this 
appearance is taken for granted in Chris- 
tian tradition, I notice there is no refer- 
ence to this conviction being held by any 
of the Church Fathers. Of course, a great 
deal of attention is given to the so-called 
perpetual virginity of Mary, the author 
even going so far as to say that she never 
intended that the marriage should be 
consummated, which makes it a travesty 
indeed. In this Roman Catholic work, she 
is called “the Co-Redemptress of the 
human race.” 

Dr. Fernandez takes the position, with 
some other Catholic scholars, that the 
word of Christ from the cross to His 
disciple, “Behold thy mother,” were 
not addressed exclusively to St. John, but 
to all humanity as well, though he admits 
in the same paragraph that “such an 
assertion may not be susceptible of over- 
whelming proof.” 

Twelve pages of text are devoted to the 
eleven verses of John’s Gospel recording 
the marriage at Cana of Galilee—more 
than twice as much space as is given to 
the forty verses on the raising of Lazarus 
from the dead, twice as much as to all 
the Synoptic accounts of the transfigura- 
tion, and three times as much as to the 
fifty-two verses of the Synoptics record- 
ing the triumphal entry. 

It is interesting, however, that on the 
only passage between the miracle at 
Cana and the time of the crucifixion in 
which Mary appears, Matthew 12:46-50 
and parallels, the interpretation extends 
to less than a page. 

The most evident case of disproportion 
in the book, however, is in the considera- 
tion of the words of Mary to the angel, 
“How shall this be, seeing I know not 
a man?” (Luke 1:34). Five and one-half 
pages of text are devoted to this single 
line, 2500 words, or more than is allotted 
to all accounts of the triumphal entry of

More than any translation, Prof. Wuest’s 
vigorous ‘“‘word study” achieves the full 
force, delicate shading, phrasing, tense 
and style of the original New Testament.

the Gospels describing the storm on the 
lake and Christ’s walking on the water, 
the author gives only one page, and to 
the twenty-four verses of John 9:39- 
10:21, on the Good Shepherd, only two 
pages. But to this one question of the 
Virgin Mary—five and one-half pages! 

Similarly, to the annunciation and 
Mary’s visit with Elizabeth, more space 
is given than to the discussion of the 
Sermon on the Mount. The Sermon on 
the Mount is assigned twelve pages, and 
the Olivet Discourse, twenty pages—with 
a most commendable treatment of the 
latter. 

In spite of the prominence given to 


most of the events involving the apostle | 
Peter—the assertion being that in addi- | 
the | 


tion to being given primacy over 
other apostles, Peter received the triple 
crown, Ruler, Teacher and Pastor, so 
that he became the cornerstone of the 


Church—there is no reference here, for | 
some reason, to our Lord’s appearance to | 


Peter early on Easter morning, to which 
both St. Luke and St. Paul referred. 


+ I HAVE criticized the volume quite ex- 
tensively, simply because it is unquestion- 
ably a great work. Personally, I will be 
consulting it often when working with 
the Gospel texts in Peloubet’s Notes, or 
studying the life of Christ. 

In conclusion, I should like to illustrate 
the thorough way in which the learned 
author handles so many of the problems 
of the Gospel narratives with three pas- 
sages. 

The first involves the words of Jesus 
“I must be about my Father’s 
business,” about which there has been 
much debate and difference of opinion, 
since in the Greek text there is no word 
after Father’s. Sometimes this is trans- 
lated “the things of the Father,” “the 
Father’s house,” or otherwise. Dr. Fer- 
nandez has a learned comment here of 
three hundred words, giving the various 
interpretations, parallel phrases in the 








Septuagint and Gospels, and a reference | 


to an article of eleven pages in the Cath- 
olic Biblical Quarteriy dealing exclusively 
with this one line. 

One of the supposed contradictions of 
the Gospel records is in the narratives

» This next album reminds me a little 
of the classified section of the phone 
book: “You name it, we’ve got it!” Seri- 
ously, variety is what so many would 
appreciate in LP recordings and this has 
it: 200 ARTISTS IN SACRED CON- 
CERT (Sacred LP-8001). 

In this compilation you'll hear two 
well-known organists (Les Barnett in 
Faith of Our Fathers and Lorin Whitney 
playing "Tis So Sweet), two tenor soloists 
(Alan McGill singing In the Garden and 
Norman Nelson doing a duet with him- 
self on This I Know), the modern day 
commercial sound (The Sunday Sing 
Trio with The Saviour Is Waiting, 
Vangie Carmichael in Make Me A Bless- 
ing and baritone Bob Daniels with Pre- 
cious Lord). You'll hear a good male 
quartet (the Ty Brothers singing Home, 
Sweet Home) and a decidedly better 
than average pianist (Charles Magnuson 
with Whiter than Snow). Then there’s 
an excerpt from one of the best discs 
I've heard yet (Amazing Grace, sung by 
soprano Beth Farnam) and some of the 
best whistling bird calls I’ve heard in 
a couple of decades (performed by Ralph 
Platt in Cleanse Me). Bringing up the 
rear very solidly are two of the outstand- 
ing selections in this sampler. The Lay- 


men Singers, accompanied by some abso- 
lutely great brass, perform God of Our 
Fathers and the Carmichael strings pre- 
sent a very stirring musical account of 
My Faith Looks Up to Thee. 


% Once upon a time... well, about three 
years ago to be more specific .. . we ran 
a terse review of some 78 rpm discs in 
the first of these columns. It was about 
a group of 200 men from different parts 
of Scotland, directed by a fellow Scot 
James McRoberts. In most of the areas 
these records were played, they were re- 
ceived with much fervor. 

A couple of weeks ago I received from 
Alma Records of Reseda, Calif., a 12-inch 
LP containing these same voices on one 
hi-fi record! Thus the Christian Faith 
label presents THE VOICES OF SCOT- 
LAND, THE SCOTTISH FESTIVAL OF 
MALE VOICE PRAISE, CONDUCTED 
BY JAMES McROBERTS (Z-6011). This 
is not to be confused with a similar 
pressing released by this company of the 
Christchurch Festival Chorus’ which 
sounds generally the same but which 
does not come up to this expression. 

For those who have experienced the 
gentle thrill of hearing the heavenly 
sound from this untrained group of men, 
you'll be glad to have this package of 
music. All That Thrills My Soul

| their family devotions. 

The program for the next couple of 
hours is similar to vacation Bible school 
with Bible’ stories, crafts, worship, 
Scripture memorization and missionary 
stories. In fact, a vacation Bible school 
curricula may be used. 

Although a Bible camp may have more 
than one pastor’s family in its midst, 
there is always at least one camp pastor 
who has been invited to conduct Bible 
study groups and evening vesper hours 
Thus, during the morning hours, when 
the children are active, the adults like- 
wise enjoy a stimulating time of Bible 
study and research under a _ pastor's 
leadership. If the services of a retired 
missionary or missionary on furlough are 


| available, a part of the morning is also 


devoted to a missionary .nessage and 
study. 

The bell rings about 11:00, concluding 
the morning of study and spiritual de- 


| velopment and allowing time for a quick 


| dip in the lake. Then comes lunch, fol- 
' lowed, of course, by the traditional camp 


rest period. 

The afternoons from about two to four 
are free for family games such as soft- 
ball, badminton, hiking, boating or 
crafts. Also the camp store is open for 
candy, pop and souvenirs. About four 
it’s dip time again, so it’s back to the 
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swimsuits for a quick swim before supper. 

After supper the families gather for 
evening vespers. These may be held in 
q little clearing which we call the chapel 
in the woods or around the campfire. 
Occasionally we have a Galilean service, 
with the camp pastor standing in a boat 
anchored close to shore and speaking 
to the campers seated on the shore. 

When the children are tucked in bed, 
eyening prayers said and last good nights

|minute packing and preparations has 
forgotten until Friday evening—before 
leaving with her family on Saturday 
morning for vacation—to call her de- 
partmental superintendent and tell her 
that she will be gone the next two Sun- 
| days. On such short notice, the super- 
| intendent may find it easier and even 
| necessary to say to herself, “It’s rather 
| late now to try to get a substitute. If 
there aren’t too many in the fourth grade 
class, the fifth graders can go in with 
| them for this time. lt won’t matter just 
this once.” 

This procedure begun in the spring 
| may be a habit by fall! Irregularity on 
| the part of regular teachers soon begins 
to affect the attendance of pupils, par- 
| ticularly new members to your church 
| school. They may find it hard to get 
interested in a program offered under 
such circumstances. 

We faced this problem for several 
years. A couple of years ago, we realized 
that if we anticipated it and began early 
enough to prepare for an adequate teach-. 
ing staff during the summer months, it 
need not even arise. 

Here’s how we met and attempted to 
solve the problem. In the early spring, 
we distribute “Summer Teaching Sched- 
ule” charts. The charts simply list the 
regular teachers on vacation each Sunday 
and the substitute prepared for these 
classes. This gives superintendents sev- 
;}eral months to prepare for irregular 
|}attendance of teachers. As soon as a 
teacher knows the dates of her family’s 
vacation, she indicates it on the chart. 
Immediately the task of securing the 
regular substitute begins. When each 
teacher has thus indicated and the chart 
is complete, copies are made for each 
teacher as well as an extra copy for the 
Sunday School office records. This in- 
forms everyone involved of the weekly 
teaching staff in each department. 

If you’ve faced this problem and your 
summer attendance slumps because of an 
inadequate and irregular teaching staff, 
try this. We think it will help; it works 
| for us!—FGM

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the words, “We shall all stand before 
the judgment seat of Christ . . . so then 
every one of us shall give an account of 
himself to God.” It seemed to Harold that 
the past five years had been completely 
wasted. He vowed right then to give his 
whole being to the Lord, and to make up 
for the years when his mouth had been 
closed for God. 

From that moment on life became a 
radiant thing. He made a clean break 
with his worldly friends and habits 
Prayer became a reality. Life was filled 
with fascinating events. He finished col- 
legé and waited for God’s plan for his 
future. 

But nothing happened. No great light 
came from heaven to reveal God’s will. 
No voice spoke to guide him for the 
future. He was young, he was strong, he 
was willing to go. Why did not God show 
him what to do? 

Finally, in desperation, he put the 
matter squarely to the Lord. Late one 
night, returning home on the bumpy 
little train from a thrilling missionary 
meeting in Central Hall, Westminster, he 
got down on his knees in the aisle. 

“O God,” he prayed, “before this night 
is over—yes, before midnight—I must 
know your will for my life.” 

Still nothing happened. 

He walked the black distance from the 
station to his home. Quietly he entered 
the door and tiptoed out to the big 
kitchen. A fire crackled softly in the huge 
stone fireplace, and on the red checkered 
cloth his mother had left his supper. He 
noticed a letter propped by his cup. It 
was from an old friend, and addressed to 
him. As he opened it a bit of paper flut- 
tered to the floor. He stooped to pick it 
up, and read, “Go ye therefore .. . and 
lo, I am with you alway.” Below were 
the words 


To me remains nor place, nor time, 
My country is in every clime; 

I can be calm and free from care 
On any shore, since God is there. 


Then, as if God did not want him to 
make any mistake, these words, “Behold, 
I have set before thee an open door, and 
no man can shut it.” 

Standing with the paper in his hand, 
he heard the old clock on the mantel 
strike midnight. 


+ It was not until three years later, 
however, that he saw the beginning of 
the fulfillment of the “other shores.” 
His outfit ready, his heart prepared, 
accepted by the Board, Christian Mis- 
sions in Many Lands, Inc., he received 
an urgent letter to go to South America 
to replace a missionary returning home 
because of illness. His boat was to leave 
almost immediately from the Liverpool 
dock. But he had only one pound (worth 
at that time about $4.87) to his name. 
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He ran upstairs and spread the letter on 
| his bed. 

| “You know what I need,” he told the 
Lord. 

The next morning a letter from a 
|Christian business man contained a 
twenty-five pound check. 

| “But I must have thirty-five,” 
prayed. 

The following day another letter ar- 
‘rived from the same man. 

“I couldn’t sleep last night for thinking 
about you,” he wrote. “I believe you must 
need the enclosed ten pounds.” 

And so on June 6, 1925, the young man 
| climbed aboard the S.S. Amakura to be- 
|gin his life as God’s spokesman to the

| The long journey up the great Amazon 

into the jungle, the struggle with new 
dialects, the loneliness, were God’s school 
days for him, teaching utter reliance 
| upon the Saviour.

young fellows, 


‘Wright and Len Harris, Harold Wildish | 


was led of God to contact a savage tribe 
with the gospel, a tribe whom no white 
man had before touched. 

For months they lived with the Kawa- 
hib Tribe on a tributary of the Perus 
| River in Central Amazonia, eating their 
food, hunting with them, swinging ham- 
mocks along side the Indians’, sitting 
around their campfire. A constant curios- 
ity on the part of the Indians was the 
reason they remained alive. On one oc- 
casion Joe’s jiujitsu. skill saved them 
from death; on another a sudden violent 
thunder storm frightened the Indians 
into thinking their God had come to pro- 
tect the boys whom the natives were 
about to kill. 

One night Wildish sat with his head 
| in his hands, discouragement eating at 
|him, loneliness overwhelming his soul. 
| Through all those hard months not one 
single Indian had responded to the gos- 
| pel. He thought of the brown-eyed girl | 
he had left in England. He thought of his | 
parents, of his comfortable home. | 

“Why am I here?” his heart cried. 

It seemed that God heard the question, 
for soon the first convert of those hard | 
| days was born. She was Marapie, a slim 
| young Indian who had sat wide-eyed at 
the fireside as the stumbling words tum- 
bled from a burdened heart. Brutally 
| beaten and left in the jungle alone to 
die by her father for her decision to ac- 
cept Christ, Marapie’s shining example 
| of courage became a talisman to the 
| young missionary. 
| “T’ll have to confess,” he related, “I 
had to ask myself, did I love the Saviour 
|as much as Marapie whom we had led 
to Him?”

Solomon’s Reign 
I Kings 9:1-9 

MEMORY SELECTION: Trust in the 
Lord with all thine heart; and lean not 
unto thine own understanding. In all thy 
ways acknowledge him, and He shall di- 
rect thy paths.—Proverbs 3:5, 6 


Keeping up with the neighbors has 
proved to be a very destructive exercise, 
but both men and nations do it. We have 
seen how, when the last judge, Samuel, 
had become old, Israel began to demand 
a king so that they could be like the 
countries round about them. 

God reluctantly permitted them to 
way. Saul, their first king, 
began his reign auspiciously, only to 
come to a tragic end when he turned 
from the Lord. 

David, who followed Saul, had his fail- 
ings, but he.was essentially a man after 
God’s own heart. He desired to build a 
temple for God, but because he was a 
man of war, God kept that privilege and 


| honor for his son, Solomon (whose very 


name meant “peaceable’’). He built a 
magnificent structure, and in a remark- 
ably appropriate and humble prayer pre- 
sented it to the Lord (I Kings 8:22-61). 
We note first the 


I. Dedication Accepted (vv. 1-3) 
God was pleased with Solomon’s in- 


| telligent and spiritual prayer and act of 


consecration. He hallowed His house by 
putting His name on it and assuring 
them of His continual presence. 

It is a delightful thing to see that God 
is willing to accept man’s act of dedica- 
tion of either himself or his possessions 
(in fact, of both, for they go together) 
for His glory. One might think He has 
no need of what we can offer Him. Yet 
in a very real sense He does need and use

what we present to Him. Time, money 
goods, our very own selves may thus find 
acceptance with Him and a place of serv- 
ice for His glory. 

But note that God expects His people 
to do more than go through an act of 
dedication. They are to continue in their 
devotion to Him if they are to have His 
continued blessing. So we see a 


II. Conseeration Expected (vv. 4-7) 

The throne of David was to remain in 
the lineage of Solomon as long as he and 
the people of Israel walked uprightly be- 
fore God. God expects obedience to His 
commandments; apart from that He can- 
not give His blessing. 

Note the faithfulness of God in deal- 
ing with His people. No man would have 
felt the need of such a solemn note of 
warning on an occasion when all seemed 
so full of promise and gladness and light 
Prosperity was at its height in Israel 
The king was in high favor with both 
God and man. Over that picture of suc- 
cess and grandeur God paints with bold 
strokes a great and striking if. 

It is presumptuous folly to think that 
we can coast along on past attainments 
or former piety. If we are to be blessed 
of God tomorrow and the day after we 
must look to our consecration to Him and 
obedience to His will day after day. 

How we wish that we might say that 
the godly and humble Solomon continued 
in God’s way. But the truth is that his 
great prosperity and his desire to have 
the good will of the nations round about 
him led him into a life of indulgence 
immorality and pride. He turned from 
God to the worship of the heathen idols 
in order to please his foreign wives. 

It cannot be said that he was not fore- 
warned of the results of such unbelief 
and sin, for we find a 


Ill. Judgment Decreed (vv. 7-9) 
Israel was to become a “byword” of 
scorn among the very people whom the’ 
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had sought to impress (v. 7). The great | 
Temple which had been a testimony to 
the true God before all the heathen na- 
tions was to be hissed at and scorned. 

Even in this judgment, however, there 
was to be a testimony to the faithfulness 
of God. Let us remember that He who 
shows love and mercy to thousands is 
also the God who will bring judgment 
upon those who turn from Him. Even 
the unbeliever sees the justice of God’s 
judgment on sin. 


May 24 
The Kingdom Divided 
I Kings 12:12-20 

MEMORY SELECTION: If a kingdom 
be divided against itself, that kingdom 
cannot stand. And if a house be divided 
against itself, that house cannot stand.— 
Mark 3:24, 25 
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“He did evil, because he prepared not 


his heart to seek the Lord’—this is the 
divine summary of the life of Rehoboam 
the king (see II Chron. 12:14). 

The destiny of a great people hinged 
on the choices of their ruler, and because 
of his sin and bad leadership they fell 


into confusion and decay. It is of utmost | 


importance that we make the right de- 
cisions for ourselves and also because of 
our influence on the lives of others. 

Life is full of choices, and the decisions 
we make determine our destiny both for 
time and eternity. Since the great issues 
of life so often turn on the simplest 
choices, it is obvious that we need the 
guidance of God at every point and in 
every moment of life. 

The picture before us is astonishingly 


up-to-date. People were crying for relief | 


from heavy tax burdens. One group of 
leaders counseled moderation; another 
group said, “Tax them more and keep on 
spending.” The king who had the final 
authority replied to the people with 
caustic indifference—and the ten tribes 
revolted. 

For the full picture we need more than 
the verses assigned to us today, so we 
would suggest that we look also at the 
early verses of this chapter. Here we find 


I. A Friendly Request (vv. 1-5) 

Governments should recognize that they 
exist for the people and not the people 
for the government. Political leaders tend 
to forget this fundamental axiom, and 
rule as though they did not have to lis- 
ten to even the most reasonable plea of 
the people. 

The result is that tax burdens become 
unbearable, the regimentation of people’s 
lives becomes intolerable and sooner or 
later the government is overthrown. It 
happened in Israel, it happened in Rome, 
it happened in France, and it can and 
will happen again if those who rule will 
not listen to reason. 

Rehoboam’s folly was largely charge- 
able to the failure of his father, Solomon, 
to rear him properly and prepare him 
for his life work. May this terrible thing 
never be said about you and me regard- 
ing our care of our children! The people 
met with 

Il. An Arrogant Refusal (vv. 12-15) 
May, 1959 
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The graphic picture of the two groups 
of counselors affords the teacher an op- 
portunity to impress on young people 
especially how important it is to heed the 
counsel of their elders. 

Youth so often stands at the cross- 
roads of decision. They need all of our 
kindness, love and tact in good guidance. 
But youth must also recognize the wis- 
dom of listening to the experienced and 
friendly advice of those who have trav- 
eled the road of life before them. 

Note the arrogance and pride of the 
king and his young friends. They were 
not content to make a simple denial of 
the request, nor to temper the bitter dis- 
appointment of the people by an expres- 
sion of courteous regret. Using the fool- 
ish whip of caustic words and harsh 
judgments they encouraged opposition. 
Let us learn a needed lesson from their 
failure. 

As we might well expect, there was 


III. The Inevitable Revolt (vv. 16-20) 


There is a limit beyond which patience ' 


and loyalty will not go. Would that the 
people of the world who are under the 
cruel heel of dictators would realize the 
power that they have and would assert 
it for God and for liberty! 

Jeroboam had awaited this crucial hour 
when he should take his place as the king 
of the ten tribes, and he was ready. 
Rehoboam brought this upon himself, 
but note also that it was in the plan of 
God (v. 15).

Elijah—God’s Warrior 
I Kings 19:9-18 
MEMORY SELECTION: 


the strength of my life: of whom shall I 
be afraid?—Psalm 27:1 


Spiritual leaders were provided by God 
to stand by and encourage Israel’s rulers 
when they did well and to rebuke them 
when they sinned. The history of this 
period cannot be understood by studying 
just the lives of the kings. One must also 
consider the work of the prophets of the 
Lord. 

One of the outstanding servants of the 
Lord was the prophet Elijah. Just before 
our lesson one of the most dramatic in- 
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cidents of history had taken place. Elijah | 


standing alone as the prophet of the 
true God had totally defeated and dis- 
credited four hundred prophets of the 
heathen god Baal, whose worship had 
been established by the wicked queen 
Jezebel (I Kings 18:17-41). 

The consummate courage and faithful- 
ness of the prophet in this crisis made 
him a hero in Hebrew history and a 
model for every Christian believer. But 
in our lesson we discover that he who 





stood against the four hundred heathen | 
leaders turned and fled for his life before | 


the threats of Jezebel. It is an astonish- 
ing sight as we see him 


I. Fleeing in Fear (vv. 9, 10) 
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| ened and rebellious against Him, 





| 


The queen who was devilishly wicked in 
her determination to destroy the worship 
of the true God had somehow reached 
the prophet with a threat that overcame 
him. He felt alone and that all was lost 
in spite of his great victory—or, better, 
God's victory. 

So we find him at Mt. Horeb, hiding in 
a cave and lamenting his sad condition. 
However, the fact that he came to Mt. 
Horeb is significant, for another name for 
that mountain is Mt. Sinai. Here it was 
that God had met Moses and made His 
great covenant with Israel. Here Elijah 
expected to meet God and was not dis- 


appointed. We find him called out from 
his hiding place, standing before God, 
and 

Il. Hearing from God (vy. 11-13) 


Note that the striking phenomena of 
nature which took place might well have 
been accepted as the power of God being 
manifested, but through them all there 
was no message for the prophet. Then 
in the quietness which followed there was 
“a still small voice.” and God was there. 

Let us learn to recognize the gentle, 
quiet voice of God the Holy Spirit as He 
speaks to believers out of the turbulent 
times in which we live. We need to come 
aside to the quiet place and give Him 
opportunity to bring God’s message to 
our hearts. 

Observe that there was a time of facing 
up to his failure. God demanded, “What 
doest thou here?” When we run away 
from God’s appointed place of service 
and allow ourselves to become disheart- 
we can 
only be restored to fellowship and service | 
by squarely facing our failure. When 
Elijah had done this, we see the prophet 


III. Finding Encouragement (vv. 14- 


The Lord dealt with the prophet in a 
way which modern therapy recommends; 
namely, He put him back to work. We 
often groan under the burden of work but 
it is, in fact, a great blessing. 

Elijah was to go back, and as the au- 
thoritative spokesman for God he was to 
establish a new king in the land and 
also to anoint a prophetic successor, 
Elisha, to take over his work. The plans 
of God are always in good order. He re- 
places His workmen but His work goes on. 
Happy is the one who understands that 
fact and adjusts himself to it. 

He also learned that he was not alone, 
that there were seven thousand who had 
not submitted to the queen’s worship of 


Baal. There may be times when we feel 
that we are but a small group who stand 
true to God, but let us be assured that 
there are many who live for and serve 
Him.

June 7 
A Prophet Denounces 
Corruption 


I Kings 21:1-7, 17-20 
MEMORY SELECTION: Woe unto 
him that buildeth his house by unright- 
eousness.—Jeremiah 22:13 
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respect for the rights of others, the 
sacredness of property, concern for the 
poor and needy and all the lofty precepts 
which we gather under the name of so- 
cial justice were unknown or unrec- 
ognized in the heathen nations around 
Israel. They grew naturally out of the 
law of the true God which was laid down 
for Israel’s guidance and blessing. 

The Old Testament prophets present 
straightforward and often striking tes- 
timony to such principles and put the 
power and justice of God squarely behind 
their observance. 

Our lesson presents a dramatic picture 
of how the king stood out in 


I. Rebellion against the Law (vv. 1-4) 
It was representative of the social jus- 
tice that prevailed in Israel that an ordi- 


| nary person like Naboth could own an 


attractive and desirable vineyard near 
the king’s palace and that he was free 
to refuse to sell it to the king. It was 
his inheritance from his fathers, and he 


proposed to keep it in his family for his, 


sons. 
Although there was nothing the king 
could do to force him to sell, his wicked 
heart coveted the property and his spirit 
rebelled against the law which stood in 
his way. So he withdrew like a little boy 
to brood and sulk over his disappoint- 
ment. It is not an edifying sight to look 
at a king acting like a baby, but is it not 
so even today with covetous people? 
Queen Jezebel, whose Phoenician back- 
ground knew of no rights for anyone to 


refuse to do what the king desired, 
quickly showed her 


II. Disregard for the Law (vv. 5-7) 

Acting with cross defiance of the law 
of God, she worked out a scheme to have 
Naboth falsely accused of blasphemy and 
quickly stoned to death. Apparently she 
also disposed of his sons (II Kings 9:26), 
and made the coveted vineyard subject to 
the king’s desire. 

This is the kind of ruthless “direct 
dealing” all too common in our day in 
both business and. social life. “Getting 
away with it,” cruel men push them- 
selyes into places of prominence and 
wealth. 

Does anyone care? Well, apparently 
not. as long as it is all done legally (Jeze- 
bel worked “legally” too). Don’t forget 
that God sees what goes on, and in due 
season the disregard of His law brings 
retribution and judgment. There always 
has been and always will be an ultimate 
facing of 


Il. Judgment under the Law (vv. 17. 


Enjoying the vineyard which he now 
possessed King Ahab was suddenly con- 
fronted by God’s prophet Elijah. Every 
time he had met the prophet it had 
meant trouble for him (I Kings 17:1; 
18:17; 21:20), so he now greeted the 
prophet with the words, “Hast thou found 
me, O mine enemy?” (v. 20). 

Actually the prophet was his friend, 
constantly seeking to guide him in the 
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| right way. There is a lesson here which 
| is well worth driving home into the think- 
| ing, especially of our young people. They 
| should recognize that the faithful father 
or mother or Sunday school teacher or 
pastor who seeks to bring them face to 
face with their sins and with the judg- 
ment and mercy of God are really their 
best friends. O that we could make them 
see this before it is too late! 

Horrible judgment came upon Ahab 
| and Jezebel. Ignominious death, with the 
dogs licking up Ahab’s blood and actu- 
ally eating the proud Jezebel’s body, was 
followed by the cutting off of Ahab’s line. 
God can and does deal drastically with 
proud and rebellious sin.

Elijah the prophet passed on his min- 
| istry, at the direction of God, to Elisha, 
' upon whom his mantle fell as the insignia 
| of office (I Kings 9:19-21) and token of

| was afforded in the affliction of leprosy

| leader Naaman. The story of his deliv- 
erance is an excellent account of how 
| God, through the gospel of Jesus Christ, 
delivers men from sin of which leprosy 
is a scriptural type. 

This charming and instructive story 
centers around three actions on Naaman’s 
part.

I. The Need Recognized (vv. 1-5) 

“A great man... and honorable”—and 
then that meaningful word “but” appears. 
He had leprosy, and it took much of the 
| joy and meaning out of his successful 
| and honorable life. Is it not so with all

things to say about life, “but” there is 
| a limitation, a sorrow, a burden of sin. 

Here was a need, acute and ever pres- 
ent, and no solution for it known to man.

A Christian High School in India

way out here in India, among the 

| scenic Nilgiri hills of the South, I 

went to a wonderful school. Mission- 
aries’ children come from all over India, 
and sometimes from as far as Ceylon, 
Burma or Thailand, to this school. Busi- 
nessmen’s children come, too, and among 
the day scholars there are also Hindus 
and Moslems. This gives us Christians 
a great opportunity to witness for the 
Lord. We get opposition sometimes from 
those who do not know the Lord, but we 
also have the sweet fellowship of those 
who do. 

Breeks Memorial School is in Oota- 
camund and has about 100 boarders of 
which only 25 are girls. We lived at Clif- 
ton Grange like one big family. There 
were less than half a dozen seniors during 
my last year, and we had great times of 
fellowship together. I want to share some 
of our wonderful experiences with you. 

Our wonderful Saviour truly proved to 
us hov He can help not only in the big 
things but also in the everyday little 
problems. When things just did not seem 
to be going right, and our different per- 
sonalities were clashing in the dormitory, 
we often started quarreling. The answer 
came when we knelt in prayer, so we 
started daily prayer meetings for a few 
minutes the last thing every night. It was 
like pouring oil on troubled waters when 
we let the Lord take over. 

We will never forget the night some of 
us were lost miles from the town. It was 
dark and it started to pour rain. We had 
cycles and we were pushing them 
along a narrow mud path in an un- 
familiar part of the hilly country. We 
prayed that the Lord would show us the 
way. We would stop at a fork in the path 
and would have to wait for the lightning 
to give us our bearings. We thought of 
Moses who was led through the wilder- 
hess by a pillar of fire by night. When we 
got back we were soaking wet, but we 
praised the Lord for the experience of 
having to depend on Him so completely 
to get back. 

Some of Billy Graham’s tape recorded 
messages came up to Ootacamund while 
he was in India, and we used them in 
meetings. Before the final meeting, we 
gathered for prayer. It was raining very

hard, and we called upon the Lord to stop 
the rain in time to let the people come 
to the meeting which was held in the 





open air. The rain did stop in time, and | 
many came to the Lord that day. Once 


again we praised Him for His answer to 
prayer. 

One Sunday night we were very dis- 
appointed because we could not go up to 
a Sing-song at the boys’ boarding home, 
Lushington. At first we were angry be- 
cause none of the adults would take 
us up and we were not allowed to go 
alone. Then we realized we could be there 
in spirit, if not in body, and knelt in 
prayer for those boys who we knew would 
be at the Sing-song and still had not 
accepted the Lord. We prayed for a long 
time. We could feel the Spirit of God in 
our midst, and we did not want to stop 
praying. Next day we did not see any 


change in those boys, but before the year | 
was out two of them came to the Lord! |

Preacher's Wife?

a tower, sitteth not down first, and 
counteth the cost?” (Luke 14:28). Unless 
you do count the cost and are willing to 
pay the price you may be very unhappy. 
You may also deter your husband to 
such an extent that he too will fail— 
because of his wife! 


+ So let us sit down and count some of 
the cost. It’s going to cost a great deal. 
It will cost you much of your privacy. 
You will live always in the limelight. 
What’s your business will be everybody’s 
business. Some of your parishioners will 
check on everything you do. They will 
know whether your wash is white or a 
tattle-tale gray. They will watch to see 
whether you invite Bothersome Betty to 
dinner as often as you ask nice Mrs. 
Gray. For the sake of the ministry you 
will have to keep the scales nicely bal- 
anced! 

Your family life will be constantly 
interrupted and invaded—especially at 
mealtimes or during family devotions. 
After all, your husband is usually at 
home during these hours so it seems a 
practical time to call. Vacations may be 
interrupted. People do not always choose 
the most convenient time to be ill or 
to be married or to die. Your children 
will be affected by these things and will 
sometimes be unhappy, and it will be 
your place to cover your own disappoint- 
ment and minister to theirs. 

The ministry is no place for sensitive 
feelings. In any congregation there are 
so many kinds of people with so many 
kinds of feelings and temperaments 
that you certainly cannot afford to be 
temperamental yourself. 

“Oh,” you may say, “I surely don’t 
have to get that involved! After all, they 
hired my husband, not me!” 

Yes, they did hire your husband. But 
don’t forget, you are in this work 
together. Many of the problems in the 
church concern your sex, and they will 
expect you, as one of that sex, to be 
concerned. 

You will have to learn, too, not to get 
too personally and emotionally involved. 
You must have a very personal interest 
in others, but you must learn to keep 
your judgment impersonal, and never 
further complicate matters by intruding 
your problems. You are a servant of the 
people. And if this hurts, remember that 
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“Even the Son of man came not to be 
ministered unto, but to minister, and to 
give His life” (Mark 10:45). And that’s 
just what being God’s servant means— 
giving your life, your whole life, as your 
reasonable investment. 


+ By this time you are beginning to 
wonder, “But aren’t there any com- 
pensations?” Of course there are! God 
pays tremendous dividends on the life 
invested in Him. And some of them are 
very surprising. One you may not have 
expected is that you will meet some of 
the loveliest people in the world—people 
of character and ability, even famous 
people whom you might otherwise never 
hope to meet. These will come into your 
life, into your very home, and you will 
have intimate friendships with some of 
them. Great people are often the most 
simple and the most humble, and your 
life will be enriched for having known 
them. 

You will have another great advantage 
simply because of your position. There 
are many, many opportunities to point 
souls to Christ. You do not need to go 
out seeking people to whom you can 
witness. They will come to you. They 
expect you to counsel and help them. 
Here, too, your joys are multiplied. Not 
only do you have the joy of leading souls 
to the Lord, but you also have their 
love and gratitude, a bonus over and 
above your normal dividend. 

Then your congregation will pray for 
you. God answers their prayers and 
blesses and uses you more and more. 
This means that others come into the 
circle of praying friends, and more bless- 
ings are poured out. See how it snow- 
balls! 

Other delightful things will happen to 
cheer and help you. The pie that appears 
as if by magic at the opportune moment 
when you have unexpected company, the 
kindly offer of help when your work 
piles up—sewing, mending, ironing and 
other onerous tasks, the loving gift 
slipped into your hand just when it seems 
as if the budget is splitting at the seams. 
It usually comes as a great surprise when 
the minister and his wife find the people 
they came to help, helping them. 


+ In the midst of your mundane daily 
routine, you may sometimes forget the 


great honor of your calling. What a sur- 
prise then when others do not forget, 
and you find yourself being treated with 
special respect and favor because you 
are the preacher’s wife. You know it’s 
really because they want to honor your 
Lord, but that makes it all the more 
soul-satisfying. 

Now, you have been counting the cost. 
It’s heavy—all you have or ever will 
have. But the dividends are infinitely 
greater—all that the Lord has! 

Perhaps you are feeling that you do 
not possess the necessary qualifications 
for a preacher's wife. Let’s see what you 
can do to prepare yourself. You can 
brush up on the gifts you do have, and 
perhaps, in the process, discover some 
you didn’t know you possessed. 


1. Take inventory of any special gifts 
you may have and, even if they seem 
small and undeveloped, encourage them. 
It isn’t too late to take voice or piano 
lessons. 

2. Take a college course geared for 
pastors’ wives. “The Educational Work 
of the Church” would be a good one.

4. Talk with others who are in this

5. Pray for guidance. God can do what 
no book, college or person can do. Close 
fellowship with Him will reveal what 
paths He wants you to follow.

The boarded windows were opened again 
to the sun. Birds’ nests, spider webs and 
other signs of the two years of idleness 
were removed. Result? An abandoned 
school once again reverberates to the 
sounds of youthful laughter, converted 
as a missionary project by a group of 
teenagers! 


+ Our young people used their own 
money for many of the supplies and 
added their energy,” said Mr. Reed. “But 
we certainly found cooperation. Firms 
donated all manner of equipment. No 
offerings have ever been taken but the 
teenagers’ paper drives, dime banks and 
‘coke’ money have taken care of the 
expenses. 

“The whole idea of the center is to 
provide clean fun and fellowship. It 
gives our young people something to do 
and at the same time help someone 
else.” 

Outside, Saturdays from 6:30 p.m. until 
9:30 p.m. you'll find activity on the two 
volleyball courts, the basketball court, 
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archery range, a pair of badminton 
courts, softball, horseshoe pitching, 
punching bag, darts, box hockey and 
tether ball. The girls are as enthusiastic 
as the boys—and often winners. 

“At first, we had some young people 
come in dressed up.” Mr. Reed smiled. 
“They stayed on and got involved in the 
sames, fancy clothing or no fancy cloth- 
ing.” 

Inside the old school, now gleaming 
clean, are a free juke box playing gospel 
songs (there if no dancing), a magazine 
stand with Life, Look, Seventeen as well 
as religious publications, popcorn ma- 
chine, pop stand, candy counter. Games 
like checkers, shuffleboard and the three 
ping pong tables are always busy. 

The center usually results in a choose- 
your-own-type evening of entertainment. 
Given this supervised freedom for their 
Saturday night out, the enterprising 
teenagers take off on a variety of activi- 


ties. 

“God was in it from the beginning,” 
commented Mr. Reed. “But He allowed 
us to go through some anxious moments 
before He worked another miracle.” 

One such miracle took place on a 
Saturday night in June. Much prepara- 
tion had been made to convert the youth 
center into a Western ranch. Four 
hundred teenagers were expected to 
attend. On the agenda were Danny Ram- 
berg, nationally known rodeo rider and 
performer, and his trick dog, the Western 
movie, “Oiltown, U.S.A.,” on a giant out- 
door screen, free hayrides and buggy 
rides, an outdoor steak barbecue, Western 
music and a giant bonfire. 

Good weather was an absolute neces- 
sity for this night, but . . . you guessed 
it. Early Saturday morning the hearts 


of hundreds of teenagers sank as they | 


saw the pouring rain threatening their 
plans. Closing their eyes to reality, they 
went on buying hundreds of steaks, buns, 
potato chips, pop, candy and cowboy hats 
which they had planned to sell. 

“It was six that night,” recalls Mr. 
Reed, “and a few of us met to pray— 
outside in the rain. As I arrived at the 
center at 6:25, I expected to see a crowd 
even though it was raining. My expecta- 
tions were exploded when I saw only one 
carload of teenagers, the performer, a 
horse and buggy, and two farmers with 
their hayride wagons. 


“Then suddenly the sky cleared and the | 


rain stopped. Within 20 minutes the cen- 
ter was invaded by hundreds of jubilant 
teenagers—325 in all! The activities went 
on as planned. 

“At 10:30, with the teenagers sitting on 
the ground watching the Billy Graham 
film, an invitation was given and more 
than 30 young people made decisions for 
Christ. At 10:45 the rain poured down 
again! This time we didn’t care. God had 
worked a miracle in answer to prayer.”

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*' What Does the Bible Say ? 


Let’s Be Practical |

NE of the criticisms often leveled 
() against evangelicals is that we are 

very insistent on the need for personal 
salvation, but we neglect what are usually 
called “the social implications of the 
gospel.” 

In its best sense this phrase means the 
difference the gospel of Jesus Christ 
should make in the society in which we 
live. We are told that we do not allow our 
Christianity to affect our behavior in our 
community. We are shut up in our own 
little group and have no eyes for all those 
who are in need around us. 

I think the lack of social concern, if 
such there be, is often a reaction against 
the puicly “social” gospel proclaimed by 
many of our critics. From the way many 
one would think that 


| Jesus never taught anything more than 


“Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thy- 
self!”. The facts of sin, the atonement, 
the need to receive Christ and commit 
the life to Him, the Lord’s second coming 
—these vital doctrines are never men- 
tioned. 

Consequently, we who know our Bibles 
are often tempted to write off all good 
works and social interest as just another 
invention of the modernists! But are we 
right to do this? Well, what does the 
Bible say? 


+ IF you have your Bible and notebook 
ready, we will see what the Bible has to 
teach us about good works. And let’s 
remember that we are not doing this 
simply to get information but because 
we want to please the Lord and do not 
want to miss any of His commands. 

We must, first of all, see what part 
good works have in effecting our salva- 
tion. I expect most of us learned in our 
childhood the little rhyme: 

One two three four, five six seven, 

All good children go to Heaven. 
Is this true? Do the good children go to 
Heaven and the bad ones to Hell? Are 
we saved by doing sufficient good works 
to outweigh our bad ones? 

Let us look at a familiar pair of verses: 
Ephesians 2:8 and 9. Verse 8 speaks of 


| salvation. Is it earned or freely given to 
us? From whom does the gift come? We 


see then that salvation is not bought with 
merit, for a “gift” is specifically some- 
thing that is not paid for by the person 
who receives it. Now see verse 9. This 


confirms what we have just read. What 
part do good works play in our salvation? 

This is the first thing we must learn 
about good works; it is a most important 
lesson. No good deeds we can do con- 
tribute anything whatever to our salva- 
tion; that is entirely by the grace of God 
in Christ and is appropriated by faith 
alone. 

We saw just now from Ephesians 2:8 
and 9 that salvation is not of works. Now 
look at verse 10. It tells us that through 
this wonderful salvation we have been 
newly created in Christ Jesus; but with 
what purpose? Unto what? 

This is quite surprising, isn’t it? The 
very good deeds which we have seen to 
be valueless in obtaining salvation turn 
out to be the purpose of it all! So God 
all that we should do 
good works, but He only tells us to do 
them after we have come to Christ. The 
end of John 15:5 explains why this is; 
what is the answer?

+ THE topic we are considering this 
month is a very important one, particu- 
larly when we realize how many people 
think that if they attend meetings, sing 
hymns and choruses and perform one or 
two other church duties, they are living 
the Christian life. Christ Himself teaches 
us how important specific good deeds are 
for a Christian in John 14:15. According 
to this verse, how are we to demonstrate 
our love for Him? 

Let us look at some of His “command- 
ments.” It will do us good to see some 
of the actions and behavior He expects of 
us, and we may feel some uncomfortable 
conscience-stirring! 

The Sermon on the Mount alone con- 
tains enough material to make up a dozen 
articles like this one. It is jam-packed 
with commandments, warnings and state- 
ments, every one of which is to the Chris- 
tian like a surgeon’s knife. Let’s test our- 
selves with one or two. Take Matthew 5:7, 
for example. Your kid brother tries out 
your favorite record on the record player, 
drops the point on the surface and the 
disc is ruined. EHere’s the question: if 
you are going to be like Matthew 5:7, how 
will you act? Go ahead and think it out! 

Or look at verse 9. Some of the kids in 
your class are starting up a hate cam- 
paign against another student—what are 
you going to do about it? Or there may
